His Opinions ia Rerard to Acts of

aw Youx, J Sia anuary 20.—The World's Wasbing- 
ton correspondent, in a personal interview with 
ihe Presideut yesterday, icved the following from 
the Executive: That, as President of the United 
States, bound by oath to administer the Govern- 
ment according to the Constitution, he 
defending a principle, found himself singularly 
vpposed by avother branch of the Government, but 
he had great faith io the good sense of the people 
and the manitestations of pubiic sentiment that 
have recently ensued. 

The KRadicais bad made Congress a 
monstrosity, having overleaped all bounds ieee 
those of party aud political ambition; they now 
keep on, baving, by conquest in the South 
this, year, maneged to obtain -power more 
than ‘equivalent to that lost in the North, 
He then referréd to the effort made to 
cennect him with the assassination plipt, 
and said the leaders of the move were capable of 
employing any measures to get rid of him or shear 
away his power. The measure of Congress, he 
said, was a revolutionary proposition to deprive, 
by act of Congress, the vested authority of the 
President as commander-in-chief, and is a dinect 
Violation of the Couatitution. The bill submitted 
by Bingham assumes the right of Congress to do 
away with the President altogether if it chooses, 
and makes itself the executor as well as legislator 
of the Government. The assumption is arrogant, 
dangerous and destructive. If there has been a 
liberal, generous, law-abiding sentiment predomi- 
pent in the.

In 
the Alabama and Louisiana Conventions the 
liberty of the press has been scrupulously 
guarded. The Bill of Rights declares that it 
shall be free—free to write, free to publish, 


free to criticise, free to expose, and free to 


publish that a corrupt Judge, for yile party 
purposes, has taken vagrants for bail. «This 
same right is guaranteed in the most plain, 
emphatic language by evéry State In the 
Union, The Constitution of de- 
clares: 

That the printing presses shall be free to every every per 
son who undertakes to examine the tract of the 
Legislature, or of any branch or officer.of ‘Govern 
ment; and no law shall ever be made to restrain the 
right thereof. The free communication of thoughts 
and-opimions is one of the invaluable rights of. man, 
and every citizen may freely 's ,; write, and 
any subject, being responsible for the abuse of th 
liberty, But in prosecutions for the publication" ot 
papers investigating the official conduct of officers or 
men in public capacity, the truth thereof may be 
given in evidence ; and in-all indictments for libels, 
the jury shall have a right to determine the law and 
the tacts, under the direction of the court, as in 
criminal cases. 

Here the freedom of the press is cautiously 
protected. Neyer was. language more expli-
